ERECTION OF BANDSTAND 

Some time ago, The Advocate, in an 
endeavor to’ interest the public gener- 
aly in the erection of" a ’ bandstand to. 
enable the band to entertain us in a 
fit and proper manner whde giving 
their conceits during' the summer 
months, published an article describ¬ 
ing Uie many advantages to be deriv¬ 
ed from same by the people of town 
and district and we are pleased to 
learn that our efforts in this connec¬ 
tion have' borne fruit.

It is a native of Italy and derives Its 
name from Taranto, where it abounds. 
The specimen caught, while crawling, 
measured about eight inches from the 
tip of the front to the tip of the hind 
leg and is a very formidable looking 
creature, and had it not been so desir¬ 
ous to rubber around it might have 
made its presence known in a more 
emphatic and disastrous manner.

Seeding is practically all completed 
in the district, and both the frmers 
and business men are thoroughly op¬ 
timistic as to the crop outlook and 
predict for this year one of the larg¬ 
est crops in the history of the coun¬ 
try which will more than make up for 
the failure of the two preceding ones.

El Dorado, Kansas, for aught we 
know may be all that the name im¬ 
plies, as the country figuratively 
where gold abounds of which we 
speak when we refer in imagination to 
the land of El Dorado. But El Dor? 
ado, Kansas, is evidently a modest 


That there is enough encigy in one 
atom of radium salt to blow the sub- 
meiged German fleet in Scapa flow to 
the top of the highest mountain in 
Scotland, is the assertion recently 
made by Sir Oliver Lodge, who, what¬ 
ever may be thought about his opin¬ 
ions in'regard to spiritualism, holds 
unquestiohubly the highest plant in 
the scientific world as an authority on 
ladio-activity. The world may'well 
hope that if science ever finds mehns 
of releasing atomic endrgy to its ut¬ 
most, civilization will be so organized 
as to -protect itself against such ter¬ 
rific power of destruction being used 
improperly. Until civilization is so 
organized, civilization will be saf6r 
with such a stupendous secret locked 
in the secrecy of Nature. These re¬ 
flections are prompted by the recent 
cable despatch from London which 
I tou4 of the concenti ation of certain 
ladio-active material by a long, dif¬ 
ficult and costly process, resulting in 
about a teaspoonful of a certain salt 
of radium being secured, which was so 
highly powered that it has to be kept 
in a leod safe weighing one and a half 
tons. It cost nearly a £100,000 to se¬ 
cure it; of course, it is incalculably far 
from possessing the power of giving 
off fully its energy. Any radio ac-

stretches its eyes northwards to 
search for the new El Dorado, and 
the mental vision reaches out and 
takes in what the El Dorado Times 
addresses as “Lady Canada.”

TRIBUTE TO HON. MEIGHEN 


Dr. Michael Clark’in the house of 
commons paid a striking tribute to 
•the work of the minister of interior 
and^the chairman of the soldier set¬ 
tlement board. Following the minis¬ 
ter’s able presentation of the land 
settlement estimates, Dr. Clark ex¬ 
pressed his appreciation. It was a 
personal pleasure to hear a statement 
m which he found everything to com¬ 
mend and nothing to criticise. Speak- 
ing of Uie p rogress of soldier settle¬ 
ment in Alberta, the Red Deed oia- 
tor said.: 

“1 am naturally, Mr. Chairman, and 
the committee will pardon me, if I 
.-ay it, proud of the province from 
which I come. The figures about the 
province, good as I know it to be, as¬ 
tonish me though 1 do not know why 
they should. Albeita red in-recruit¬ 
ing in war; she leads in soldier settle¬ 
ment on the land in peace; and she 
in hustlers who pay the money 
first. The province must, at 
time or another, have had a 
good education in patriotism, in agri¬ 
culture, und in hustling. 

“The statement of the minister is a 
splendid advertisement of the magni¬ 
ficent resources of this great country. 
1 was astounded myself to find that 
so many as 64 men had actually now 
paid back all they borrowed.

ROADS IN BAD SHAPE 


Trying to keep dirt roads in con¬ 
dition during afwet season is practi¬ 
cally impossible, for no matter how 
smooth they are made, the first big 
truck or heavy automobile that goes 
pyer them reopens the ruts and makes 
the roads as bad or worse than before. 
Evidence of this was seen on the Cal- 
gary-Macleod trail between Okotoks 
ard DeWinton last week, .where the 
roads were in a shocking condition as 
a result of heavy traffic during the 
wet weather. It must have made Mr. 
D. S. McIntyre of Okotoks heartsick 
to see the way the roads were de¬ 
stroyed by freshet and heavy traffic. 
It is said that the roads in England 
are the most*substantial anywhere. 
Over there each county builds its own 
roads instead of letting the work to 
contractors. The English crush their 
rock material and use plenty of sand 
and clay as a binder which is washed 
tn with plenty of water ahead of the 
roller which packs the. mass so solidly 
that there is pract’cally no displace¬ 
ment of the material by the heaviest 
traffic. In Alberta we have plenty of 
gravel here and there very suitable

“ALL’S WELL,” IS THE REPORT 

i The crop report issued by the Daily 
Herald on Saturday last had the fol¬ 
lowing references to High River, Cay¬ 
ley and Vulcan: 

Wheat seeding is practically com¬ 
pleted at High River, the acreage be¬ 
ing about 50 per cent, less than last 
] year. Oats are seventy-Trve per cent. 

1 seeded and the acreage will be about 
! twenty-five per cent, more than 1919. 
Weather conditions have been vary 
I good. Wheat is showing in many 
1 places. Pasture is good and rapidly 
! getting better. 

I Ninety-five per cent, of the wheat 
I is 'seeded with nearly all farmers fin¬ 
ished at Vulcan. Fifty per cent, of 
' oats and other grains seeded, all done j 
j under favorable conditions^ Plenty of 
: moisture is in the ground with very 
| speedy germinatio,n. Slight' curtail¬ 
ment of wheat acreage on account of 
the late spring. Earlier wheat sown 
; is showing two to four inches above 
' the ground. Pasture is abundant and 
| grai s growing fast. 

| Ninety-five per cent, of wheat is 
seeded at Cayley. The weather is ideal 
and there is plenty of moisture. Up 
to date the acreage is about equal to 
last year. Oat seeding is in_ full 
swing, and with one week more of 
fine weather the farmers will be fin¬ 
ished. The pasture is growing fine, 
and stock is doing well. 


NEWS FROM NANTON 

J. M. Oilcndenning of Nanton, who 
,^i<as connected with the South Alberta 
Drought Relief Fund, has had many 
trips to the south country in connec¬ 
tion with that work. 

The Nanton town council made a 
giant of $25 to the school fair and a 
grant of $20 to the Auto Trails As¬ 
sociation provided the auto trail from 
Spokane to Calgary passed through 
N'an ton. 

The town council of Nanton, at 
last meeting refused to take action in 
the proposed municipal hospital 
as outlined by Mr. McKay, late or¬ 
ganizer of the rural hospital scheme 
for Alberta. 

The Nanton merchants and business 
men have petitioned the town council 
asking that Wednesday afternoon dur¬ 
ing the month of June, July and Aug¬ 
ust be proclaimed 'half holidays. The 
mayor was authorized to issue the 
proclamation. 

H. M. Shaw, M.P., has written to 
the effect that the railway commission 
decided not to order more than two 
trains a day on the Calgary-Macleod 
line. The assurance is given that if 
crop prospects are good the matter 
may be taken up again about July 20. 

.KNOW A GOOD THING 

It is estimated that duiing the last 
year nearly 200 United States firms 
have interests in existing Canadian 
industries. 

The value of Canadian production' 
in 1919 was more than five billion : 
dollars, or approximately double that 
of five years agb. Manufactured goods 
accounted for more than three billion 
dollars and field ciops for $1,452,787,- 
000. The tobacco production increased 
moie than 300 per cent, during the 
last three years, the 1919 yield 
amounting to 27,379,400 pounds. 

At the end of 1918 the capital in¬ 
vested in the pulp and paper industry 
was $211,000,000, in the lumbering in¬ 
dustry about $180,000,000, and in the 
milling industry $78,144,461. 

The cotton industry in Canada has 
1.138,000 spindles and if the machin¬ 
ery ordered could be delivered thus 
number would be increased by 10 per 
cent 

The production of wool in Canada 
rose from 12,0000,000 pounds in 1915 j 
to 20,000,000 pounds in 1919.

ibject or emblem of any kind should 
be placed upon or above it.

It naturally follows 
hat the flag should never be used as 
i cover on the top of an automobile, 
pleat! oven the radiator or trailed out 
ichind the car as the writer has seen 
'one on too many occasions.

President Wilson in his reply to Sir 
Auckland Geddes, When the British 
ambassador formally presented his 
credentials, said: 

“It is, I am confident, quite un¬ 
necessary to say that I accept with 
pleasure from your hands the letters 
whereby His Britannic Majesty ac¬ 
credits you as his ambassador extra- 
ordinary and plenipotentiary to the 
United States, or that the gracious 
words of his majesty which you in¬ 
terpret to me are warmly appreciated. 
May I ask you to be sa good as to ex¬ 
press my sincere thanks for his kind¬ 
ly interest and good wishes. 

“I was glad, as were the people of 
the United States, to welcome His 
Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. 
We felt honored by his visit. I great¬ 
ly regret that the state of my health 
at that time did not permit, the a- 
mount of personal attention it was my 
wish to give, both on his own account, 
and, in some measure, a return for 
the cordial welcome and generous hos¬ 
pitality which His .Majesty and Her 
Majesty the Queen extended to Mrs. 
Wilson and myself on the occasion of 
our visit to London. That visit is 
most agreeably remembered by - us, 
and while we recognize that the re¬ 
ception w^s not to us as individuals, 
we cannot disassociate ourselves al¬ 
together from its warmth and gener- 
ou, ; ness, and we are personally grate¬ 
ful. 

“I trust that your government saw 
in .the warmth of the greetings ac¬ 
corded to His Royal Highness a mani¬ 
festation of-the .friendly good-will 
which the people of the United States 
hold frr those of Great Britain. Be¬ 
lieving in the reciprocal friendship of 
the British people, it will be my aim 
in the future, as it has been my en¬ 
deavor in the past, to further the cor¬ 
dial relations and close ties of friend¬ 
ship which unite the two nations. . 

“Thanking you, and through you, 
those who were associated with you in 
the government for kind and appre¬ 
ciated messages which you deliver on 
yoijr own and their behalf, I am happy 
to accord you formal recognition in 
your exalted character and trust that 
you will find your sojourn among ua 
most agreeable.” 


TO DISCARD KHAKI 

The new order putting the British 
army back into its pre-war scarlet 
and gold and discarding the khaki at 
a cost to the nation of $16,000,000, # is 
causing quite a row in British parlia¬ 
mentary circles, and there promises to 
be a bit of a row when the question 
comes up for discussion. The Daily 
News, which is something of a radi¬ 
cal journal, has the following editorial 
on the subject: 

“This means that the war office re¬ 
gards the army of the future as the 
home o fsocial ineffectives, dressed 
like paraquets at the top and the 
same kind of young men from a dif¬ 
ferent social stratum at the bottom. 
An army of this kind should discard 
the sword and adopt the swagger 
cane. 

“Now the type of officer with small 
means thinks ruefully that the, full 
dress tunics which used to cost him 
25 guineas will cost at least 50 or 60 
pounds each. This, in the words of 
j one critic, constitutes a serious drain 
| upon the purse of most young officers 
of the army, which it hoped to make 
a democratic body, and in which the 
merit of hard work and brains should 
count for more than influential con¬ 
nections. 

GOOD PUBLICITY FOR CANADA 

The Canadian Bank of Commerce 
. publicity department is doing fine 
work in New York spreading real 
inews relating to the development of 
[the Canadian provinces. Instead of 
the usual stereotyped form of adver¬ 
tising the bank is featuring the 
growth of the provinces in an attrac¬ 
tive way. 

Alberta is dealt with as follows: 

“Although agriculture and stock- 
raising form the principal industries 
of Alberta, the province is also rich 
in mineral products Last year 6,000,- 
000 tons of coal were mined 

“Alberta has ;yi agricultural pro¬ 
duction valued at $325,000,000 a year, 
$50,000,000 in cattle products* and 
$27,500,000 in dairy products. Two 
irrigation systems supply 3,000,000 
acres, and ample water power is avail¬ 
able for the development hydro-elec¬ 
tric energy for rapidly increasing in- [ 
dustries.”

AFTER THE GOVERNMENT * 

Notice was received by - D. S. F. 
Tolmie, federal minister of agricul¬ 
ture, recently, that he is to be one of 
three defendants in a suit by which 
Lorenzo Lot Smith, a rancher of Mor- 
ley, Alta, hopes to secure $50,000. 

The two other defendants are N. D. 
Christie, of Calgary, an inspector un¬ 
der the Animal Health Act, an<j J. C. 
Hargrave, chief inspector, under the 
act for the province of Alberta. 
Smith alleges that j^is cattle were 
wrongly quarantined for mange and 
that,'through such quarantine he suf¬ 
fered to the extent named. 

THE CANCER SCOURGE 

A new onslaught against the 
scourge of cancer is to he in the form 
of a comprehensive scientific research 
into the possible causes of affection. 
It will be directed by the world-noted 
cancer sJfRialist and surgeon. Sir 
John Sutton? Sutton in an interview 
said: “Tlfe cause of cancer is still a 
mystery. After 230 years of investi¬ 
gation the distease is unmastered, but 
in certain cases it will yield to treat¬ 
ment. One thing is certain, cancer is 
neihter contagious nor hereditary. 1 
have thought for a long time the dis¬ 
ease has its origin in a mysterious 
parasite introduced into the system 
through uncooked food or water. A 
concentrated attempt will be made to 
discover some chemical specific.” 

OUR CLAIM AGAINST GERMANY 

Canada’s reparation claim against 
Germany for losses sustained by the 
country and by individual citizens 
during the war, has ■ been forwarded 
to*England for presentation at a con¬ 
ference of representatives of all parts 
of the British empire soon to* be held 
in London and subsequently at an in¬ 
ter-allied conference at Spa. The bill | 
rendered by the Dominion is for a to¬ 
tal of $1,871,000,000.

WILL CONTINUE OLD SYSTEM 

A majority of the royal commission 
that was appointed to consider adopt¬ 
ing the decimal system of coinage for 
use in Great Britain has reporded it¬ 
self as opposed to the change. In 
the opinion of the commissioners, the 
large part of the British people that 
reckons its incoitie jn shillings and 
pence would resent such interference 
with established terms of value; and 
though the decimal system would be 
of advantage to those who keep ac¬ 
counts, to the majority of the people 
the benefits would* be too slight to 
compensate for the confusion that 
would inevitably result from it.

source of information. It was not the 
object of the writer of that Book to 
impart physical instruction or enlarge 
the bounds of scientific knowledge. 
But if anyone wishes to know what 
connection this world has with God;

principle, then we confidently refer 
him to these and subsequent chapters 
in Scripture as his safest and indeed 
his only guide to the information he 
seeks. 

It is not reasonable to allow our 
1 reverence for this writing to be les¬ 
sened because it does not anticipate 
the discoveries of physical science. 
The subject of creation was not ap¬ 
proached from the scientific side at 
nil. Indeed what we mean by scienti¬ 
fic knowledge was not at all in the 
thoughts of the people for whom the 
Book was written. The subject of 
creation was approached from the 
moral and spiritual side, rather than 
’.he scientific. 

Lf inspired men had introduced into 
their wriitngs, scientific facts as we 
have them today, their writings would 
mve been a source of confusion. And 
- urther there is no evidence to show 
hat inspired men were in advance of 
-t h,ejr ag e in the knowledge of physi¬ 
cal laws?) and facts. 

But we^must not forget the one 
•:reat law or principle on which God 
/roceeds to make Himself known to 
nen. This has been called the Law 
>f Accommodation. It is the law 
hich requires that the condition and 
opacity of those to whom revelation 
s given, must be considered. If you 
v.'ish Tff instruct a child you must 
; peak in language the child can un¬ 
derstand. If you wish tb elevate ■« 
ravage you must do it by degrees, ac 
c ommodating' yourself to his condi¬ 
tion and winking at much ignorance, 
while you impart elementary knowl¬ 
edge. You must found all you teac*. 
on what the pupil already knows, and 
through that you must convey furthe. 
knowledge and train his faculties to 
higher capacity. 

So with God’s revelation. The Heb- 
lews of old were children, who had to 
he trained in the A.B.C. of morals and 
religion. For a long time polygamy 
was allowed; practices in war and do¬ 
mestic law were permitted which 
were inconsistent with absolute mor¬ 
ality. Indeed the whole Jewish sys¬ 
tem was an adaptation t6 the im¬ 
mature 6tate. - 2= 

The minister went on to show how 
the Jews had to be trained through 
'long years in preparation for the com : 
ing of Christ. Jesus gave a new in¬ 
terpretation to the old. New com¬ 
mandments " were given—the moral 
code was to be no longer that of the 
old times, but of the enlightened con¬ 
science. 

In conclusion the minister said that 
just as God spoke to the nations of 
old, so today He is speaking to us. 
What is demanded of this generation 
that they live up to the light that they 
have. By doing so tremendous chan¬ 
ges would be wrought in business, in 
the affairs of nations, in the trend of 
our own lives.
